Detailed Project Description and Justification:

SERRC's main office building in Juneau was constructed in 1957 and encompasses approximately 15,000 square feet. It is
home to over 30 employees, and also houses the Learning Connection's computer labs and classrooms that are used by
approximately 750 students each year. The kitchen facilities in the building are used throughout the day by both students
and staff, providing space for not only food and beverage preparation, but also as informal meeting and gathering spaces.

These facilities are badly in need of renovation. Many of the finishes and equipment items in these spaces have long
surpassed their expected lifespan. Much of the casework is falling apart, and kitchen appliances are inefficient and
unreliable. This request seeks funds to replace existing casework, countertops, sinks, appliances, and partial replacement
of flooring. Costs for demolition, abatement and disposal of existing materials, and installation of new items have been
included. A contingency has also been included to cover unknowns that may present itself in the course of the project.
